DETAILED ACTION

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-18 objected to because of the following informalities: 

• In claim 1, applicant recites, "at least one clip adapted to engage a support 
for said roll of media." It is not clear what "support" applicant is referring 
to. If applicant is referring to support molding 1614, this structure does not 
appear to engage the clip 1414. Instead the support molding appears to 
engage surfaces of the two halves of the case as shown in Figures 14B and 
17C. 

Appropriate clarification and/or correction is required.
